NEW HAMPSHIRE LEGISLATURE. 


COSCOED, Feb. 22.—The senate this

and to regulate the rates under power 
os sale..

house passed twenty bills and joint res- 
olutions, including an act exempting 
from taxation money loaned at four per 
cent, or less on mortgages of New 
Hampshire real estate, and for the ap- 
pointment of guardians by consent. 


The morning session of the house was 


devoted to a discussion of the judiciary 
report on the bill against free passes. 
The report was "inexpedient to legis" 
late," and the roll call lesulted in 292 
yeas and 22 nays, and the anti-free pass 
bill was emphatically killed. Two bills 
for licensing bicycles were killed by 
committee report.

curities and endowments pledged more 
than a million dollars for the prosecu- 
tion of its work, and there is such 
widespread interest in thfe university, 
sectarian and non-sectarian, that it is 
not probable it will ever lack for 
funds. 


The '•ea-'m for tie choice of Wash- 


ington as the site for this institution 
was President Washington's expressed 
•wish that there should be such a uni- 
versity at the seat of the government, 
where the American citizens could be 
trained in order to be saved from mon- 
archial and other notions deterrent to 
the development of citizenship, in a 
republic. 


The plans of the trustees of the uni- 


versity include the erection of a series 
of colleges for history, languages and 
literature, philosophy, the several sci- 
ences, technology, sociology and eco- 
nomics, law, civics, medicine, scien- 
tific temperance, art, religion and oth- 
er departments cf study and in- 
vestigation, all of which will re- 
quire the bachelor's degree as the 
standard 
of admission. 
The prop- 


erty 
purchased 
by 
the 
univer- 


sity consists of ninety acres to the 
northwest of the city, some four miles 
in an air line from the Executive Man- 
sion, lying on both sides of Massa- 
chusetts avenue, and, if the plans pro- 
jected by the railway companies are 
carried out, it will be in close touch 
with the city by rapid transit lines. 
This land is part of a high, plateau 
overlooking the city, and on clear day 
the famous Sugar Loaf and the Blue 
Ridge mountains are distinctly visible. 
The grounds were laid out by Freder- 
ick Law Olmstead, and sites for the 
twenty-six projected buildings have al- 
icady Leeu selected. 


The College of History faces on Ne- 


braska avenue. 
It cost $158,000 to 


build, and is an imposing structure of 
•white Vermont marble, 176 feet long 
and from seventy to ninety-five feet 
•wide. Its lines are severely classic, its 
details Ionic. 
About the frieze are 


sculptured the names of the world's 
famous histoiians, and the tympanum 
of the pediment over the main entrance 
which is now bare, will one day be or- 
namented by a bas-relief symbolical of 
history. The interior of the building 
is symmetrically divided into study 
halls and lecture rooms, which are of 
ample size, ^ell lighted and built with' 
an idea to acoustics. 


The College of Languages will be 


the next building erected on the uni- 
versity grounds.

•which has descended between the iris 
and the reflecting nerves in the bach 
of the organ. The cataracts were taken 
from Miss Duplessis's eyes about three 
weeks ago, and in a few hours floods 
of light and color, distances great and 
email, the varying shapes of a myriad 
objects were cast upon the retinas that 
bad never known anything but dark- 
ness and shadows. The effect was ter- 
rific and extraordinary. 


For fully an hour after the operation 


was performed Miss Duplessis could 
see nothing; then outlines gradually 
became visible. For a week objects 
were more or less indistinct, ajthough 
the sharpness of form increased each 
day. The very act of seeing was ex- 
ceedingly painful and occasioned se- 
vere headaches. For the first few days 
Miss Duplessis could only find relief 
by keeping her eyes closed most of the 
time, opening them at rare intervals 
for a few moments. Even then she de- 
scribed the sensation experienced as of 
the objects she beheld striking the eyes 
a severe blow. 


Colors caused her acute suffering,

The Canadian government has just 


had built, in accordance with designs 
furnished by the military authorities, 
a car that will play an important pan 
in any future warfare in which Cana- 
dian soldiers take pan. The car is a 
gigantic kitchen canal«5.- of furnishing 
meals, on a pinch, to as many as 1,500 
soldiers without overtaking its capaci- 
ty. The immense extent of territory 
which it would be necessary to protect 
in case of a general war has been for 
some time- a source of uneasiness to 
the Canadian government. It has been 
evident that the sparsely settled coun- 
try, so different from the thickly pop- 
ulated states on this ^ide of the bor- 
der, would be a very weak basis for 
a line of battle. While the United 
States would have rich foraging should 
supplies run short, the British would 
find only barren hills and empty wastes 
in a large part of the region over 
which they would be spread to guard 
the frontier. To provide against this 
emergency it was decided to build a 
car that would be a gigantic kitchen 
on wheels, and to make a careful test 
of its capacity for feeding troops with 
a view to ascertaining how many of 
such cars would be required in lime of 
war to feed the entire military force 
of the dominion. 


The car is now finished and experi- 


ments will begin at once. A train is 
to be dispatched over the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway from one side of the con- 
tinent to the other. 
On this train 


there will be a body of soldiers which 
will depend for subsistence 
entirely 


upon the rolling kitchen that accom- 
panies them. Meals will be served ac- 
cording to a carefully prepared sched- 
ule, and the officer in command will 
take notes of the incidents of the trip, 
in order that the government may have 
the fullest possible data to guide them 
in their calculations to determine the 
value of the idea. 


The car from which "Tommy At- 


kins" will draw his sustenance in fu- 
ture fights—and on excursions and field 
days in time of peace as well—la 
known .as commissary car, No. 1899. It 
is an unusually large one, being longer 
than the ordinary baggage car, from 
which it differs in construction by hav- 
ing a vestibule at each end. The sup- 
ply room is entered from the front 
Here all is in readiness for the com- 
ing experiment; there is room in the 
car for supplies capable of sustaining 
1,000 
men for a period of ten days. 


From the store room entrance is 


obtained to the kitchen, which 
ll>e 


most interesting feature of the Ci/. 
Down one side runs the range, which 
is in reality two ranges, with a total 
length of twenty-two feet 
Everything 


is up to date in construction and 
planned- on a large scale. It would be 
beyond the strength of one man to lift 
the immense copper kettles in which 
will be stewed the beef that "Tommy" is 
supposed to revel in, and they are to be 
raised by means of derricks and chains 
fitted above the stoves. With these ap- 
pliances the kettles can be manipulated 
with the greatest ease, and swung over 
to the tables, ready for the distribution 
of their contents. 


Opposite the stoves is a gigantic 


water tank, capable of holding 2,500 
gallons of water, and directly above 
the stove is another tank. • In the rear 
of the car are sinks, 
with hot and 


cold water, and the various applian- 
ces necessary in preparing meals on a 
large scale. Yet only five men are re- 
quired to operate this plant. The cooks 
have been carefully selected, and no 
stone has been left unturned to make 
the experiment a success. 


The car is set upon double trucks of 


six wheels each, and is constructed 
with a view to securing the smoothest 
of running. It would not seem to be 
an easy matter for the cooks to handle 
huge cauldrons filled with scalding 
soup while the train is running at full 
speed, but with a proper use of the ap- 
pliances provided it is thought that no 
mishap will occur. The greatest diffi- 
culty, however, will be experienced at 
such times. When stops are made— 
and several have been arranged to test 
the value of the car kitchen as a base 
of camp supply-—the cooks will have 
an easy time.
